On Debt Limit, Voter Clamor Rises 


Americans speak up 
as deadline to avoid 
default approaches 


Atlanta 

For Rep. Tim Scott, the debt ceiling 
is not only the top issue voters in his 
South Carolina district want to talk 
about these days — it seems to be 
the only issue. 

The freshman Republican’s office 
has been logging dozens of calls and 
emails daily about the debt ceiling. It’s 
the No. 1 topic of discussion at town 
hall-style meetings with voters. 

“Tons of phone calls, lots of emails, 
and the closer we get to Aug. 2, the 
more we’re hearing,” Scott said. 

With the deadline looming to raise 
the $14.3 trillion debt ceiling, voters 
are tuning in, worried by the prospect 
of a financial meltdown if the nation 
defaults and concerned that elected 
officials in Washington are playing 
politics with an issue that could have 
far-reaching consequences. 

If the United States falls into 
default, the result could be higher 
interest rates on mortgages, car loans 
and credit cards, and a stop to Social 
Security checks. 

In its simplest form, the debt ceil- 
ing fight crystallizes party orthodoxy: 
Republicans staking out a hard line 
against raising taxes and Democrats 
standing firm against deep cuts to

An Independent Prize 

The debt-ceiling debate may be helping President 
Obama with a vital group: independent voters. He 
has positioned himself as willing to make political 
sacrifices to reach a bipartisan accord and avoid 
default. He says trims are needed to Social Secu- 
rity and Medicare, programs dear to liberal Dem- 
ocrats, and says a deal must include tax increas- 
es, but only on the wealthiest Americans. The 
reactions from GOP and Democratic leaders are 
boosting his image as a comparative centrist, (ap) 


A Different Approach 

A GOP “cut, cap and balance” plan 

set for a House vote Tuesday would 
condition a $2.4 trillion increase in the 
debt limit on a $100 billion-plus cut 
from next year’s budget and the adop- 
tion of a constitutional amendment 
to require a balanced budget. But the 
plan is a dead letter with President 
Obama and in the Democratic-con- 
trolled Senate, as is a separate effort 
by Senate Republicans to adopt a bal- 
anced budget amendment. Amending 
the Constitution requires a 2/3rds vote 
of both houses. (AP)

President Obama supports a blend 
of spending cuts and tax increases, a 
position that has the backing of 69 
percent of Americans, according to 
a recent Gallup poll. 

Some lawmakers say they are 
hearing the most from their parties’ 
base, those who urge their represen- 
tatives not to yield. 

“Don’t bend, stay the course, stand 
firm,” Rep. Tom Price said in sum- 
ming up the feedback from constit- 
uents in his heavily Republican dis- 
trict north of Atlanta. 

Still, Scott said a majority of calls 
and emails say the ceiling should be 
raised if necessary. “But they tell me, 
‘You better get something important 
to justify doing it,”’ he said, (ap)

Anthony Walks 
Into the Unknown 


Fla. woman cleared 
in her child’s death 
is set free from jail 

Orlando, Fla. 

This is what freedom looks like 
for Casey Anthony: $537.68 from 
her jail account, no job, estranged 
parents, a criminal record, law- 
suits pending against her and the 
scorn of multitudes who think she 
got away with murder. 

She quickly gave reporters the 
slip after walking out of jail Sun- 
day, but whatever life she manag- 
es to build for herself will be lived 
under a media microscope and the 
shadow of countless threats. 

Experts who have helped other 
notorious defendants through rough 
times say she will have opportuni- 
ties as well, but it won’t be easy for 
the 25-year-old, who was found 
not guilty of killing her 2-year-old 
daughter, Caylee, but convicted of 


lying to investigators. 

With her hair in a bun, Casey 
Anthony walked out the front 
door of an Orlando-area jail short- 
ly after midnight, wearing a pink 
T-shirt, blue jeans and sneakers, and 
escorted by sheriffs deputies hold- 
ing semi-automatic rifles. Protest- 
ers shouted “Baby killer” and “You 
suck” as she climbed into an SUV. 

The vehicle sped away and 
darted into a parking garage at a 
building where one of her attor- 
neys has offices. Where she went 
next is unknown. 

Soon after her release, there 
was police activity at Orlando 
Executive Airport as two vehicles 
pulled up to a twin-engine private 
jet bound for Columbus, Ohio, but 
no one saw Anthony get out and 
onto the plane. Ohio is the home 
state of Anthony’s parents, but an 
official at the Columbus airport 
said the aircraft was only carry- 
ing golfers back from a Florida 
vacation, (ap)

Fallout Extends in U.K. Hacking Scandal 


Former exec Brooks 
arrested; London’s 
police chief resigns 

London 

Rebekah Brooks, Rupert Mur- 
doch’s former British newspa- 
per chief, was arrested Sunday on 
suspicion of phone hacking and 
bribing police, and the escalating 
scandal shaking Murdoch’s glob- 
al media empire also claimed the 
job of London’s police chief 
The arrest of the 43-year-old 
Brooks, often described as a sur- 


rogate daughter to the 80-year-old 
Murdoch, brought the British police 
investigations into the media bar- 
on’s inner circle. 

Hours later, the resignation of 
Britain’s most senior police officer, 
Paul Stephenson, who quit over his 
links to an arrested former editor 
at the same Murdoch tabloid that 
Brooks once edited, was the latest 
shock in a scandal engulfing Brit- 
ain’s political and media elite. 

Brooks’ arrest came only 48 
hours before she, Rupert Murdoch 
and his son James Murdoch were to 
be grilled by U.K. lawmakers inves- 
tigating widespread lawbreaking 


Backstory

until Friday, was 
the defiant chief ex- 
ecutive of News In- 
ternational, Rupert 
Murdoch’s British 
newspaper arm, whose News of the 
World tabloid is accused of hacking 
the phones of celebrities, politicians 
and even murder victims. She was 
editor of the News of the World be- 
tween 2000 and 2003, when some 
hacking occurred, but has said she

Next Up? 

The arrest of Rebekah Brooks 

also raises the possibility that Les 
Hinton, who resigned Friday as pub- 
lisher of the Wall Street Journal, 
could be next, as well as James Mur- 
doch, chief executive of his father’s 
European and Asian operations, (ap) 


at Murdoch’s now-defunct News 
of the World tabloid. 

The arrest, which threw Brooks’ 
appearance at Tuesday’s hearing 
into doubt, was the latest blow for 
Murdoch, who is struggling to 


tame a scandal that has already 
destroyed his tabloid News of the 
World and sunk his goal of taking 
full control of a lucrative broadcast- 
er, British Sky Broadcasting. 

Police have already arrested 
nine others over allegations of 
hacking and bribery, though no 
one has yet been charged. 

Stephenson, who became police 
chief in 2009, quit as London police 
are under pressure to explain why 
their original hacking investiga- 
tion failed to find enough evidence 
to prosecute anyone other than a 
News of the World reporter and a 
private investigator, (ap)

Taliban Claim Slaying 
Of Adviser to Karzai 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

Gunmen strapped with explosives 
killed a close adviser to Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and a 
member of parliament on Sunday 
in another insurgent strike against 
the Afghan leader’s inner circle. 

Jan Mohammed Khan was an 
adviser to Karzai on tribal issues 
and was close to the president, a 
fellow Pashtun. 

His killing, which the Taliban 
claimed responsibility for, came 
less than a week after the assassi- 
nation of Ahmed Wali Karzai, the 
president’s half brother and one of 
the most powerful men in south- 
ern Afghanistan. 

Khan, governor of Uruzgan 
province from 2002 until March 
2006, was shot along with law- 
maker Mohammed Ashim Watan- 
wal when two armed men wearing 
suicide bomb vests attacked Khan’s 
home, officials said. 

Mujahid said the Taliban killed 
Khan because he was assisting 


Meanwhile ... 

Sunday's violence marred the 
handover of control of Bamiyan 
province to Afghan police, another 
step in a transition that will allow 
foreign troops to withdraw in full by 
the end of 2014. Bamiyan province is 
one of seven areas going to Afghan 
control this month. The bloodshed 
also came one day before Gen. David 
Petraeus, the top NATO commander 
in Afghanistan, hands over respon- 
sibility for the military campaign 
there to Lt. Gen. John Allen, (ap) 


coalition forces in carrying out 
night raids against Afghans. The 
controversial raids carried out 
by NATO forces have been high- 
ly effective in capturing or killing 
hundreds of Taliban fighters and 
midlevel commanders.

Metro Designs an Uplifting Ride 


System moves away 
from brown motif to 
more elegant themes 

Washington 

At a car dealer’s showroom, pro- 
spective buyers check the style and 
color of the vehicle’s seats, the sight 
lines, the roominess and the com- 
fort. If the interior doesn’t feel right 
to the customer, no sale. 

A team at Metro is designing a 
somewhat larger vehicle, one capa- 
ble of seating more than 60. But like 
the auto industry, the Metro group 
also is looking at customer comfort 
as a key selling point. 


As planning continues for the 
7000 series railcars, the design team 
has tried to satisfy riders, train oper- 
ators, maintenance staffers, police 
— just about every type of person 
who’s going to experience these cars 
over the next 40 years or so. 

“All the research really starts 
from a marketing position,” Bar- 
bara Richardson, the assistant gen- 
eral manager for customer service, 
told Metro board members during 
a presentation this month. 

When Richardson talks about 
design goals, her elegant imag- 
es are more suggestive of cock- 
tails on the 20th Century Lim- 
ited than the compressed flesh 
aboard an Orange Line train to 



Metro’s Barbara Richardson in a pro- 
totype for the new-look 7000 series car. 


Vienna at 5:30 p.m. She said the 
goals include making the custom- 
ers feel that the railcar interior 
is an inviting environment, “to 


almost escape out of the hustle 
and bustle.” The design should be 
“uplifting,” and “generate a sense 
of excitement.” 

Masamichi Udagawa, an indus- 
trial designer Metro hired to devel- 
op these ideas, outlined several 
early incarnations of the new car 
interiors reviewed by riders and 
transit staff. 

Udagawa said the team tested 
the idea of a brown color scheme for 
the car interior. But the brown was 
all too familiar to longtime Metro 
riders.

Eating with her 
hands and looking, in her words, 
“like a barbarian,” she swept 
crunchy chicken wings into pools 
of reddish-orange goo. 

The mumbo sauce tasted just 
as she remembered. 

“I was immediately taken back 
to when I used to eat this food 
every day,” said Jones, who lives 
in Annapolis. “Before responsi- 


bility. Before bills, kids, marriage 
and being grown up.” 

The Italians may have their mar- 
inara and the French their bear- 
naise, but for many D.C. natives, 
the sauce that captures the flavor 


of home is called mumbo, which 
falls somewhere between barbecue 
and sweet-and-sour sauce. 

Few can tell you how it’s made 
or where it originated, but they 
know this: If you grew up in one 


of the mostly African-Ameri- 
can areas of the city, you’ve likely 
known the taste your entire life. If 
you didn’t, you probably have no 
idea what it is. 

Jones, in fact, came up with 
her own recipe after that craving 
earlier this year and now sells it 
online. In just the few months it 
has been available, orders have 
come in from Florida, North Car- 
olina and Missouri. 

In May, she and her husband, 
Charles Jones, 38, launched Capi- 
tal City Mumbo Sauce, which they 
run from their home. Neither plans 
to quit his or her day job anytime 
soon, but they see great possibili- 
ties. Maybe mumbo sauce in gro- 
cery aisles in Bethesda. 

“We’re hoping to move it along 
to a point where it’s not only accept- 
ed by a subculture,” she says, “but 
where everyone wants to try it.”

Japan won the Women’s World Cup, 
stunning the United States 3-1 in 
a penalty shootout Sunday night 
after coming from behind twice 
in a 2-2 tie.

“This is obviously going to hurt 
for a while,” said Abby Wambach, 
whose only hole in her glittering 
career is the World Cup title. 

It’s been 12 years since the Unit- 
ed States last won the Women’s 
World Cup, and this team was cer- 
tain it would be the one to break 
the drought. It needed to beat Italy 
in a two-game playoff just to get 
into the World Cup, and then it lost 
two games in a three-month span, 
an uncharacteristic “bad streak” 
for the U.S. 

After easy wins in their first two 
games in Germany, the Americans 
lost to Sweden — their first loss 
ever in World Cup group play. 

But they rallied with one of 
the most riveting finishes ever 
in a World Cup game — men’s or 
women’s — against Brazil in the 
quarterfinals.

Make Your Own Debt Ceiling 


It seems like common sense: Don’t take on more debt 
to pay off your bills. Yet debt-chained consumers routinely 
do just that, even as they criticize the federal government 
for efforts to raise the debt ceiling. The spotlight is on the 
government’s questionable fiscal behavior as it nears its 
borrowing limit of $14.3 tr il lion and confronts 
the risk of default. But most individuals are 
just as addicted as Uncle Sam. These five 
essential tips for managing debt can help 
you avoid potential pitfalls.

Keep a lid on it. 

A good benchmark for your 
I personal debt ceiling is to limit 
total debt to no more than 40 percent 
of your gross income. When house- 
holds have to pay more than that 
every month, it’s generally an indica- 
tor of financial distress, according to 
the Federal Reserve. The National 
Foundation for Credit Counseling has 
another way of framing it. Housing, 
including a mortgage, should ac- 
count for no more than 30 percent of 
your take-home pay, it suggests, and 
all debt obligations such as credit 
cards and car payments should total 
no more than 20 percent.

Know your 
credit score’s 
impact. 

Having good credit in this tight eco- 
nomic and job environment is more 
important than ever and with more 
far-reaching consequences. With- 
out a good report, it can be difficult 
to get hired or rent an apartment 
because employers and landlords 
now commonly look up credit re- 
ports. About six in 10 employers 
conduct credit checks, including 
13 percent that do so for all job 
candidates, according to survey 
data from the Society for Human 
Resource Management. 



3 "Good debt” isn’t as good as it used to be. 

Student loans and mortgages are considered good debt because bor- 
rowers generally end up making money from their investment. That can 
still be the case, but it's hardly a sure thing. Even though a college education may 
pay off financially in the long run, today's graduates can end up with low-paying 
jobs or none at all in an environment where unemployment is 9.2 percent. That 
can make heavy student loan obligations all the more difficult to pay off, tarnish- 
ing a job-seeker’s credit report and compounding the challenge of finding work.

Excluding 
t your mortgage and car pay- 
ments, the target should be to 
have no more consumer debt than 
you can pay off in 12 to 18 months, 
says financial planner Jeff Kostis, 
president of JK Financial Planning in 
Vernon Hills, III. 


5 Pay attention 
to fees and the 
fine print. 

Consumers who aren't careful 
can end up paying a significant 
amount in hidden fees and other 
costs when they use credit. Banks 
looking to make up for revenue 
lost when Congress tightened 
credit card policies in 2009 are 
looking to partially compensate 
through new or increased fees. 
There can be fees for phone sup- 
port, foreign transaction fees, 
over-the-limit fees and even inac- 
tivity fees. So when using credit, 
make sure you understand all the 
fees and penalties you might be 
subject to before using your card.

Ten years after he last contend- 
ed in a major, no longer in the top 
100 in the world, Clarke delivered 
his defining moment Sunday in 
the British Open when he held off 
brief challenges from Phil Mick- 
elson and Dustin Johnson to win 
golfs oldest championship.

Now it has 
three of the last six — Graeme 
McDowell in the U.S. Open last 
year at Pebble Beach, followed by 
Rory Mcllroy at the U.S. Open in
